Foraker's Appeals 
to Negro Prejudice. 


Senator Foraker is not doing the colored race nor the cause ol 


religion any good by making appeals to race prejudice and ignorance 
from the pulpits of Negro churches. Nor ia he increasing respect for 
himself throughout the country. 
If the battalion dismissed at 


Brownsville had been white men Senator Foraker would never have 
lifted up his voice in their behalf. He would have been hooted out 
of politics had he alleged that their dismissal was a wrong committee 
against the white race. No feeling of friendship for the colorec 
race inspires his contention that the soldiers were dismissed because 
they were, black. 


Disappointed ambition and personal animosity prompt him in 


his efforts to stir up the passion% and prejudices of the colorec 
people against President Roosevelt and Secretary Taft. 
He is 


breeding ill feeling and conflict between the races by his dema- 
gogic efforts to identify the colored people with riot and disorder. 
He is assailing the cause of public decency by contending that 
offenses against peace and person and against military law should 
be condoned if committed by colored men. He is doing all the more 
mischief because he is doing his evil work behind the false pre- 
tense that the President deliberately committed a gross outrage on 
a large number of innocent men wearing the government's uniform 
merely to curry favor with the negro-hating section of the Southern 
whites. 


This is damnable libel that operates to incite to violence the 


ignorant and excitable element of the colored people. 
It kindles 


revengeful feelings against imaginary wrongs, and distorts an of- 
ficial act primarily intended to enforce miiit-iry discipline into a blow 
struck by the national authority against the rights of the Negro race. 


He is encouraging mutiny in the army, and putting a weapon 


into the hands of the black man's enemies. While playing to the 
Negro gallery he is helping along the cause of disfranchisement and 
social and political ostracism. He is endeavoring to seduce the 
colored people into cutting themselves off from the helpful sympathy 
of the great body of their real friends among the white people. He 
is heating and stirring baleful passions regardless of the conse- 
quences to his dupes and to the discord it promotes between whites 
and blacks. 


In effect, he is allying himself with riot and disorder and in-

Already the 
fiery Timothy Healy has felt the gaff through the compulsory 


-* amendment to the home rule resolution. Every strategic instinct

right and middle groups of the Liberals. The danger lies in a mistake 
by which the zealous Liberal might slip without the party alignment 
and not get behind a party policy. Such a contingency is possible, 
but is hardly to be considered as possible at the hands of Mr. Asquith 
at this very critical time.

States senators.

held a meeting to consider the question 
today. 
A quorum of the committee 


failed to respond, however, and it was 
decided not to take up the question again 
during1 this session. 


Senator Burrows, chairman of the com- 


mittee, said that it will be useless to con- 
sider the question further for the present 
as only six States had appealed for a 
change in the method of election of sen- 
ators. 
|~nder the constitution the legis- 


latures of two-thirds of the States in the 
union must petition for a change before 
Congress can take the matter up. 


Twenty-four States Shy. 


According to Senator Burrows, twenty- 


four other States must petition for 
change, in addition to the six which have 
already taken action before Congress can 
deal with tho question. 
Members of the 


committee do not expect that further pa 
tltions will be filed this year. 
The six 


States whoso legislatures passed resolu- 
tions praying for a change which would 
allow senators to be elected directly by 
the people are Wisconsin, Nevada, Okla- 
homa, New Jersey, Montana and Illinois. 


During the_ last Congress there were 


only four States in fo.y£>r of this change, 
Oklahoma, which has Just come into the 
union, and New Jersey having declared 
for the cnange in the manner of elect- 
ing senators since tho sixtieth Congress 
assembled. 
At the rate of two States 


a year the question of a change would 
not be in a position to be considered by 
Congress until 1920. 


Many senators ao not believe that 


sufficient number of States •nil! demand 
that the senators be ejected by a direct 
vote will favor the plan by that time 
Others believe that the people of the 
country will demand the change within 
the next few years and that Congress will 
be compelled to sanction the plan.

Poland's Oppressor 


LEMBUKG, April 13.—Count Andreas 
Potocki, Governor of the Austro-Polish 
province of Gal Ida, 
was 
assassinated 
yesterday by a Ruthenian student, Mlero- 
slap SjoseynskJ by name, while giving 
an audience to a delegation of students. 
The aasassln fired three shots from a 
revolver, all of which took effect. 
The Governor died soon afterward, but 
ftrst aaked his secretary to inform his 
majesty at once. 
"Tell him/1 said the 
dylny man, "I was his most faithful I 
servant." 
Tha assassin did not 
resist 
arrest. 
When led through the Governor's ante- 
chamber he said to the Ruthenian peas- 
ants who were waiting for an audience: 
"I have done this for you." 
The assassin's Brother, who had been 
informed of the plan to kill the Gover- 
nor, 
committed suicide shortly 
before 
the murder.
